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Municipal Ownership 

Tbe uempslgo lu favor of municipal 
ownership of Ibe town water-supply 
plai t wai officially opened on Monday 
eight, when the Town Council dopted 
resolution and fixed the d >te for a spe¬ 
cial election. An Interval of four weeks 
has b-cu allowed for discussion of the 
eubjeot. Now that the taxpaying voters 
are confronted wltb ibis Imp rtant Issue 
of municipal ownership, the first ques¬ 
tion that will uaturally arise lu Ibe 
minds A voters is " " III It pa} There 
ate tb no In the town to-day who are 
enthusiasts on the subject of oiuulclpai 
ownership, and they are ready wltb an 
emphatic dec-aiatlon that It will pay. 
There are those on the other baud who 
quite empbatlcal y declare that It will 
dot pay. Between these two extremes 
there la a large class of people who are 
In a doubtful state of mind In regard to 
the sub ect, and heir chief Inlereat lies 
In th direction of the effect of t e pro. 
posed obange In p llcy upon the tax 
rate. This undecided element In the 
community Is the one that will b ap¬ 
peal d to by the pro-* uuldpallsts sod 
the anll-munlclpallsts lu an endeavor to 
trio tb m o er to the one or the otb r 
aide of the Issue. Municipal ownership 
of public utilities Is a subject upon 
which an abundant fund of lufoiruail»n 
la obtainable Much has beeu written 
pro an: coo upon the theory. Many 
Mdaiwe of I a saecsaa f nl operatic are 
gltcd by Ita advocates, and equally as 
many Instances of dismal failure ><re 
pointed out by Its opponents. It Is 
Claimed (bat It Is the Ideal t’eory of 
•oeoeesful SI d -ouuomlc municipal Ilfs, 
and It Is charged (bat It Is an Impracti 
•able theory, a d dependent upon too 
many contli geuclee to be aucces. fully 
op rallve. 

Upon Investigation sod Inquiry Into 
the success or failure of municipal 
ownership of public utility In places 
Where It has beeu experimented wltb, It 
wHI unque-tloiwthly he found that the 
ultimate results, whether benedclal or 
disesuous, were due to existing condi¬ 
tion, and that Is the lest that every In¬ 
dividual voter |j this town ought to 
mpplj to the lesue of municipal owner¬ 
ship here: A re the conditions favn- able 
to Ita appllc t n? If upou a renon hie 
Study »f the subject a taxpaying resi¬ 
dent of the town la convinced that the 
town affords s favorable tl -1 < I for exploit¬ 
ing municipal ownership, It Is the du'y 
Of such citizens to Vote lo be affirma¬ 
tive, and It Is their right to exert tbelr 
Influence towards bringing others to 
their wiy of thinking and voting. 

Oo the other band, the advocates of 
monlolpal ownership of the water plant 
must expect to be told by lofl entlal 
eltlaeos of ibe town—men whose judir- 
moot Id iqat ft * of business and finance 
is tfga'ded aa sound and correct—that 
the proposed purchase of the Orange 
Otmpeny’s plant for 190,000 la bad flaoal 
policy and bad polltlea. Evidence will 
Be cited In support of suoh declarations, 
ssd the faota ibet will be pointed out 
«U be of e dear and convincing charac¬ 
ter. The prospects ere that en energetic, 
eusnl and aerlooa campaign baa open, 
ed, and one of vital Impo t to the wel¬ 
fare of the town. 


Owe Tales el e Tim*. 

The present Town Oouooll Is dealing 
Ith two big propositions, both of 
which luv lve a large Issue of municipal 
boods for tbelr fulfilment Due of these 
la the establishment here of municipal 
owuersblji of t e water plsol; the other 
Is mutlcfpal ownership of all bull Huge 
used or town purposes. Presented In 
a bare et te. the first of these proposi¬ 
tions calls for a hood Issue of 390,000, 
and tba second a bond Issue of $30,000. 

It la assumed that the Interest limit of 
these bonds will be four per cent. By 
s« log words quickly a great saving can 
he shown In favor of municipal owner¬ 
ship. Where the town now ays $5,880 for 
water, It would only pay $3,600 Interest 
oo a bond Issue; where It now pays 
oearly $2,000 I rentals. It would only 
pay $1,200 Interest—s saving ol (2,200 
annually In one case, and $800 lu the 
other; but If tue flgu rs are rape ted 
slowly .nil reflectively, such things as 
stuklug fund, coat of maintenance and 
extensions eugg-at tbetusel ee, and teud 
to dissipate rosy visions of economy. It 
Is probably unfortunate for either one 
of these propositions considered sepa¬ 
rately that they sie both before the 
Council at ooe and the tmue time. It la 
rather a lergt dose of bonding to pre¬ 
sent to the axpayers at oue time. In 
rebelling against one. the people are apt 
to reje -t both. 

Tbete Is no question but what the six 
members of the Town Council who voted 
In favor of calling a special elec Ion o 
January 19tb to vote ou the purchase of 
the water-supply plant lu this town are 
sincere an eu buslaattc advocates of 
municipal ownership of the water plant. 
They t-eepj It lo be to the beet Interests 
of the town to own the p>aut from the 
standpoint of public health, as well as 
from the standpoint of financial ec >no- 
uiy. They are oo ru-udsbly anxious to 
establish municipal ownership as > mat¬ 
ter of p. bile policy. The same Hue of 
argument—with the exception, perhaps, 
that the sanitary question does not en'er 
In—may be used alao for muutclp I 
ownership of town hall, fire-boueee, and 
other ubile building*; but It Is evident 
bat It will he diffl • It lo push both pro- 
j-cts tbrou.'b at one time. One or the 
other must be riroppe , and definitely 
abandoned fra Considerable leuglb of 
time. 

If the water question Is the paramount 
oOe—and in the oplulo of Councllmen 
municipal ownership Is the best solution 
of that quest! d —the matter of muni¬ 
cipal buildings should be set aside, and 
the energy of the Council be concen¬ 
trated upon securing s ratification of 

in nlcipal ownership of ths water mstns 
by the people. 

The people will look to the Town 
Counci men for muob and reliable In¬ 
formation lu regard lo the advisability 
of municipal ownership of the water- 
supply plant, and the spectacle of the 
Council energetically urging that policy 
on the oue baud an : dallying with ft on 
'be other hand, will not piove an edify 
log one, and public Interests make It 
Im era!lve that one of t - two proposl 
tlone before Council must be s t aside. 


Tb* Weaver Ayres* 

In undertaking lo opco Weaver svw- 
nus lu acoordauos wl-b . petition for 
the opeulug. widening and Improve¬ 
ment of Weaver av«nue end Cedar 
atreet, the Towu Counoll l» venturing 
upon a delicate proposition end one tbsi 
Is rull of legal difficulties. D appears as 
ir tbs Town Attorney end Ibe Legal 
Committee of the Council are not of Ibe 
same mlod wltb respect to course to be 
pursued lo regard to lbs opening of the 
street. The Town Attorney’s opinion 
rendered some time since appeared lo be 
to the effect that tbs dlfflcultlea in tbs 
way of opening the street were of eucb 
s nature that the Council bad better not 
undertake the work until more favorable 
oondltloua for carrylrg It through were 
off-- red. 

The Legal Committee of the Town 
Council does not evidently attach touch 
Importance to the existing obstacle* lo 
the way of opening the street, ard de¬ 
spite the Town Attorney's advice has 
ordered that the work go on. 

The petition for the opening of Weaver 
avenue and Cedar etreet baa been oefore 
the Council a long time. The required 
$100 guarantee was deposited wltb the 
Council snd bids were procured for the 
work. Owing to the oplul n of the 
Town Attorney ss to the lusdvlssblllty 
of undertaking the work, the contract 
was not executed and lu course of time 
the deposit fee was returned t the 
petitioners. It appears that property 
needed for the o enlng of the street t« 
euhject to a mortgage covering a much 
larger pleoe of ground than .« needed 
ror the street. There la also s second 
mortgage of $500 In amouut, covering 
the particular piece of property that Is 
needed fur the street opening. Slice 
the petition was submitted for the open¬ 
ing of the street a building has beeu 
erected od the property needed for the 
opening ot the street. An Impression 
prevails that the secoud mortgage 
and the building so complicate the case 
lb«t a lively legal context la Involved lu 
the work of carrying nut the petition, 
snd the Towu Attorney’s advice to the 
Council wae apparently along the line of 
avoiding (he IMgaiinn. The L-tral Com¬ 
mittee Is ra her disposed to covet the 
prospective fight and push tne atreet 
through If the party who was lose l 
bidder for the work of opening the str-et 
when bids were solicited I- stlil ready to 
undertake the work, the Road Com¬ 
mittee has been aiith rtz-d to award It 
to him, and t-be Indloxtlons are that the 
moment the contractor enters upon the 
premises the War

Will Met AaMr 

Litigation connected with the will of 
Baal Beodatrom Brown Is probably 
asM by the decision of the Court of 
Appwalh, which sets aside tbs will. 
Brown wu a banker, who made s for- 
tan* lo Manhattan and llv d In Br ok- 
lyn. Hs loft about $30,000 to bln wlf-, 
Augusta Andrea-Browo, whom be mar¬ 
ried lean than a month before he died. In 
August. 1900. ’*,he oaae attracted at¬ 
tention because of the singular record 
Brown made lu hla diary. He waa ninety 
years old when he married Mlaa Andree, 
Who waa twenty-eight. They llvfcd lo 
this town at the time, sod the old man 
Bled here. In hla dla y,about the time of 
the prospective wedding, and after It, be 
Wrote enthusiastically of bl* happy 
Hs laft the bouse here sod other 
ny to his wife. Mortimer 8 . 
Brooklyn lawyer and son of 
the teat«tot, oonteated the will oo the 
ground that his father was Incompetent 
mentally. Hie contention was defeated 
te the spec,ail term of the Hupreme 
Court and lo tne Appellate Division, hut 
the Oourt of Appeals baa set aside tne 
Will on the ground that It Is too |> defl. 
wits sod thst It sought to restrict the 
estate during the lives of several per¬ 
sona, contrary to law. , 


l laiwi Individual Klghta 

There are several theories of medical 
practice for the treatment of illness 
extant, atnl ardent advocates of each <r 
any of them may l>e found. Legislatures 
and courts have of recent years been 
appealed to for the purpose of curbjhg 
freedom of opinion a* to the l>est method 
of treating illness This is resented as 
an infringement upon individual rights. 
The believers in what is known as •‘Chris¬ 
tian Science ’ treatment are among those 
aimed at in the legislative and court pro¬ 
ceedings. The Christian Scientists are 
keenly alive to the blows aimed at them, 
an<l have arisen in defence of their indi¬ 
vidual rights. Alfred Farlow of Boston 
says : 

While the Christian Scientists cheer¬ 
fully grant their neighbors the privilege 
which they claim for themselves—their 
own choice of religion and medicine — 
they would not be inclined to lend any 
special support to any practice which is 
not demonstrably efficacious 

" They do not discard material reme¬ 
dies merely to be fanatically true to a 
religious belief, hut because they have 
proved by actual experience that in so 
doing they are choosing the better way, 
not only for the adult but for the child. 
In this connection, however, it should 
be stated that they sometimes sacrifice 
personal liberties in deference to popular 
opinion and the fears and apprehensions 
of their neighbors; and. in pursuance 
of thia policy, Mra. Eddy ad vises that

•ooo. Tbe reason for ibis upluloo and 
the Incentive for ludigoetlou, when It Is 
expressed, Is the money thst It Is cost¬ 
ing tbe city lo make repairs to broken 
pipes. 

With a rush of water aa U burst from 
the malo, about 100 feat of tbe roadway 
at Prospect sod N«rmao street*, Eaet 
Orange, caved lo about two o'clock oo 
8 uuday morning. Tbe break waa quickly 
discovered, and Superintendent L<>rloo 
C. McDermott of tbe water department 
was uotlfiwd, and he bustled bis emer 
geuoy gang out In s burry. They re¬ 
paired the break In the malo without 
abutting tbe water off In the neighbor¬ 
hood. Sear b wae made for some one 
connected w b the sewer department, 
and Clerk William Browt, who lives 
nearby, got out of bed, and, with the 
assistance of a laborer, placed barriers 
at tbe polut ot danger, and remained ou 
guard for tbe rest of tbe night. 

This is tbe third time, recently, that 
the street has cavsd lu at Ibis point. 
Tbe roadway ha* suuk fur about two- 
thirds of Its width for a distance of 
about 100 feet. Mr. McDermott told a 
reporter oo Sunday afternoon that he 
believed the trouble was caused by tbe 
sewer uiilu, wblob Is under the water 
pipe It I* thought likely that tbe 
earth was not sufficiently tamped orlgl 
Dally, and that It bad "arched" above 
the sewer pip**, and lu the end bad given 
way. It will probably coat several hun¬ 
dred dollars to repair the damage.
